20- (new) A composition according to Claim 12 wherein said adjunct ingredients are selected 
from the group consisting of electrolytes, stabilizers, low molecular weight water soluble 
solvents, chelating agents, dispersibility aids, soil release agents, nonionic fabric 
softening agents, concentration aid, perfume, preservatives, colorants, optical brighteneis, 
opaciflers, germicides, fungicides, anti-corrosion agents, antifoam agents, and mixtures 
thereof. 
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21 . (new) A method for reducing the loss of fabric dye comprising the steps of; 

i) contacting dyed fabric with a laundry detergent comprising: 

a) from about 4% to about 70% by weight, of a surfactant; 

b) from about 0-01% to about 5% by weight, of a dye maintenance 
copolymer of Claim 1 1 ; and 

c) the balance carriers and other adjunct ingredients; and 

ii) agitation; and 

iii) optionally, drying the fabric. 
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
